Dual air cleaning is provided, 
both elements being of the cen- 
trifugal type. Two-thirds of the 


air is cleaned by the master air 
cleaner back of the carburetor, as 
it enters the carburetor direct: the 
job is completed by a second air 
cleaner set on the breather port, 
connected with the crankease ven- 
tilation system. 

New practice in design and op- 
eration characterizes the two-way 
cooling system. It is a combina- 
tion of pressure-type and thermo- 
siphon.

pressure circulates through a 
manifold-type_ passage. 

Full flow of this water would 
cool the cylinders too much for 
efficient engine operation; so the 
circulation of water about the 
cylinders has been restricted and 
retarded by a_ thermo-siphon 
action, where the rate of circu- 
lation is largely governed by the 
reaction upon the cooling water 
of the heat to be dissipated. By 
the combined action the most

An improved manifold is also 
featured. It retains the high ve- 
locity of the incoming gases as 


they leave the carburetor and enter 
the combustion chambers.

An A. C. oil filter has been added 
to this year’s Oldsmobile power 
plant. 

The rear axle gear ratio has been 
reduced to 4.75 to 1. While ordi- 
narily a reduced gear ratio is ac- 
companied by a loss of power, the 
added power derived from the en- 
larged and improved eugine leaves 
ample surplus.

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Vacation Time Hazards 

VERY season is dangerous for children who play in city 
#4... streets, but vacation time, by lengthening the hours 
available for play, increases the hazards, which are bad 
enough under normal conditions. School hours at least 
lessen the opportunities for accidents. This condition is 
forcefully brought out in a bulletin just issued by the acci- 
dent prevention department of the Chicago Motor Club, 
urging members of that organization to added caution in 
driving about the city during this extra hazardous vacation 
period. The bulletin also urges parents to impress upon 
their children the danger of playing in the street at any time. 

“Thousands of children,” says the bulletin, “are prone 
to use the streets of our cities and towns as playgrounds 
during the vacation period and the motorist will find more 
of them to look out for than during the months when all the 
schools are in session. 

‘Parents should use every effort to guard the children’s 
lives by impressing on them the danger involved in playing 
in the street and the necessity for the utmost care. Drivers 
too, must exercise greater caution to prevent accidents to 
‘children during the vacation season. Motorists who are 
accustomed to find few children on the streets during school 
hours will find surprises at every turn in their city driving 
if they are not extremely careful to anticipate the situation.” 

In spite of all that we can do, children will continue to 
use the streets as playgrounds and the only help that we can 
hope for must come from the added caution that motorists 
will exercise during this critical period when the schools are 
not in session. 

Accident prevention bodies in all cities will do well to 
emphasize this danger, which will exist for the next few 
weeks. 


/ HEN hearings before the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission begin on July 27 in Chicago, ‘the general pub- 
lic as well as the automotive industry will be keenly inter- 
ested in developments. It is probable that the findings which 
result from these hearings will govern to a considerable 
extent the development of regulation of interstate motor 
truck transportation. It is vitally necessary that a broad- 
minded trend should be given such regulation in the very 
beginning, or we may find oppressive and throttling legisla- 
tion creeping into this field of automotive activity. 

Edward F. Loomis, secretary of the motor truck com- 
mittee of the N. A. C. C., has drawn up a platform upon 
which consideration of this important problem should be 
based. The final paragraph of the platform says :— 

“Public service must be the basic consideration. As 
merchants of transportation we recognize that this business 
must be built on the basis of sound economics. Our position 
is that the best results will be achieved by first gathering 
the maximum amount of information before determining 
how public transportation needs can best be served through 
the correlation of different transportation agencies.” 

Certainly that presents the case in a nutshell. 
Commercial motor transportation is certainly serving a 
public need. It has achieved a place as a new major 
factor in our national transportation system. To throttle 
this new arm of the public transport system would be an. 
economic crime. To correlate all forms of transporta- 
tion, sa as to get the most effective and efficient service 
from each, should be the aim. To this end the coming 
Interstate Commerce Commission hearings are pregnant 
with opportunities for really constructive work.
